workings, first, of the glue 
factory, situated near D a l t o n a n d Third 
streets. 
While the buildings occupied 
by Mr. F. W. Corder are 
not 
of 
the 
most elaborate character, 
they answer 
fairly well the purposes intended. 
T h e 
average number of hands employed in 
this establishment during the 
year are 
only six. 
A s the 
business 
increases 
each year the 
number 
of people will 
also grow larger. 


T h e 
raw material in the way of meat, 
bones, etc., is procured from 
different 
parts of the State. 
When first arriving 
upon the 
ground it is treated to a 
process of lime and other 
ingredients 
for purification and disintegration. T h e 
next turn it takes is into a large reser­ 
voir where, by the aid of water 
and a 
grinding mill, it is reduced into a pulpv 
mass and then c o o k e d in 
large kettles 
prepared for 
s reception. 
!\fter being 
cooked all day it then goes into a re­ 
ducer where it is formed into a running 
mass that car He poured into 
cans of 
about the size of a cubic foot 
T h e s e 
cans are placed into coolers and it as­ 
sumes the form of jelly-like matter. 


When well thickened by the cooling 
process the contents 
of the cans are 
dumped upon a table where a man 
with a wire set 
in a frame 
cuts 
the 
cakes into very thin 
slices. 
T h e s e 
slices 
are 
dexteriously 
taken 
and 
placed upon a wire screen for the pur­ 
pose o f being dried. 
In summer these 
firms are placed in the open air and in 
winter they go into a drying 
room. 
After being open 
air-dryed 
they 
are 
placed in a close chamber 
and 
sub­ 
jected to a wind blast for a certain 
length of time and are then carried to 
another chamber, 
which is air 
tight. 
A heavy jet of dry steam is introduced

A FINE T A N N E R Y . 
T h e 
next place visited was the 
tan­ 
nery of T . W. Corder, a cousin of 
the 
propiietor of the glue factory. 
T h i s 
tannery, hide house and 
tallow works 
occupies about four acres of land, and 
is about one-third covered 
with 
g o o d 
substantial buildings suitable 
for 
the 
business. 
T h e usual 
machinery 
em­ 
ployed in tanneries will be found here 
with all 
the 
latest 
appliances. 
T h e j 
business of the concern is quite 
large, 
in fact the supply of raw material 
on 
the coast is not large enough to supply 
the wants, and a great deal comes from 
Australia. 
Constant 
employment is 
given to tweuty or more men, 
and 
an 
average of 7500 
skins 
per month is 
turned out. 
It might b e 
necessary to 
say 
that the principal work done 
here 
is with 
sheep skins. 
T h e 
hides 
are 
taken and by treatment the wool is re­ 
moved and then the hides go to other 
special tanneries 
for 
final 
treatment, 
and the wool is mostly shipped to Bos­ 
ton. 
T h i s concern has been in opera­ 
tion for about 
twenty years, and 
its 
business 
is 
constantly 
increasing, 
which shows good management 
and 
something that enures to the benefit of 
the proprietor in a 
financial 
way as 
well as to the 
benefit of the whole 
community in 
giving steady 
employ­ 
ment to men of families. It is indus­ 
tries of this kind that adds 
wealth to 
the country. 
Mr. Corder is *a gentle­ 
man of polite manner 
and

proachable to all visitors.

What's In a Word? 


If any of oar readers, in looking over 
articles on eleotrio railways in the Ger­ 
man language, should come across the 
word 
strassenbahnwagenuntergestelle, 
they need not be alarmed or discouraged 
nor be afraid to use it in good society.

In the manufacture of pipe", they 
are first made in cylindrical form and 
then cut in twain, afterwards to be 
wrapped in canvas. 
Although the use 
of asbestos was commenced a number 
of years ago for the saving of heat 
passing through pipes, there have been 
many improvements made in the com­ 
binations of material for the pipes, 
The discovery of aluminum in clay, 
and its cheap extraction, has added 
great deal to aid in the process of 
manufacture, as well as to economize 
in the saving of power by which the 
mechance constructs. 


All of these different 
manufacturies

Calling SerrmnU With a Pole, 


A quaint practice exists at the bishop 
of London's palace at Fnlhaom, and this 
oonsista in what appears to be a time 
honored custom of waking up the epis­ 
copal domestics by means of a long pole. 
At Fulham the palace lodge keeper has 
a regular morning duty to perform in 
arousing certain of the servants at suc­ 
cessive hours, beginning at about half 
past 5. The pole he uses is not employ­ 
ed, however, like the old church "rous­ 
ing staves," which came in handy in 
churches in the case of inattentive or 
dosing members of the congregation to 
bring them to a proper sense of their 
position.
